Language of Precious Stones. 

The quality of turquoise imparts 
a prosperity in love. Chrysolite was 
used as an amulet, against evil pas- 
sions, and despondency. Tho opal 
imparts apprehension and insight, 
ami is the emblem of unrealised hope. 
Conjugal felicity was symbolized by 
tbe sardonyx, which was believed to 
insure. The topaz, was thought to 
promote fidelity ami friendship, and 
to calm internal passions. The 
diamond has the mystic symbolism of 
light and purity, faith and npright- 
of character. The properties of 
the amethyst is to calm the passions 

of the body and to prevent drunken- 
ness. The bloodstone was thought 
nis to impart oonraj 

prudence, fortitude, and stability of 
character. The moonston ihe 

emblem of tho merchant prince, and 
signified well directed industry, and 
the arts of peace. Garnet or carbun- 
cle represents constancy of purpose, 
and fidelity to duty. It is pre-emi- 
nently the soltlier's gem. The ruby 
was thought to guard against, un- 
friendliness, and particularly that 
form so common in antiquity — poison- 
ing. The sapphire signifies modi 
and charity of opinion, and was 
thought to posses the power of break- 
ing the spoils of magic. The agate 
or chalcedony represents physical 
prosperity. ami it is the stone of the 
athlete anil physician and represents 
longevity ami health. Tbe emerald 
symbolises truth, and was believed to 
:e gootl faith and happiness in 
friendship and home. Ii was also 
the appropriate emblem for a ji. 
or lawyer.

A kind of concrete, hard and solid, 
is now being used for building pur- 
poses in Paris. It is composed of 
eight parts of sand, gravel, and p 
bles ; one part of common earth, 
burnt and powdered ; one part pow- 
dered cinders, and one and a half 

a unslaked hydraulic lime. Th 
materials are thoroughly beaten up 
together, their mixture giving a con- 
crete which sets almost immediately, 
and becomes in a few days extremely 
hard and solid , which property may 
be still further increased by the addi- 
tion of a small quantity, say one part 
of cement. Among other constructions 

to which the material has been applied 

is a bouse three stories in height, 
66 by 45 feet, standing on a terrace, 
having a perpendicular retaining 
wall W0 feet in height and '20 feet 
high. Kvery part of this struc- 
ture was made of hard concrete, in- 
cluding foundations, vaults of eel! 
retaining wall, ami all walls, exterior 
.and interior, vs well as the cornice 
work, mouldings, string courses, ba- 
lustrades, parapets, and the building 
is without hand iron, lintels, or wood 
throughout.

PrcHident Gallaudet, hint evening 
ivered bi8 long-looked-for lecture 
before the UtmtUtJ Society. It had 
been biH intention to fininh bis forowf 
lecturs on " A Pack of Cards," and he 
had also promised, by H|)(icinl re<j u«'Kt, 
to say a few words upon the qOMtioa 
whether tbe deaf should marry tbe 
deaf; but upon examining the latter 
■object, ho found it so large that he 
concluded to put off the other till 
another time. Not only wan the sub- 
ject itself of the most profound interest, 
but the manner in which the Doctor 
handled it pjade it doubly so. 

His position was essentially the 
Name as that he took in the Annaln 
for July 1873, which called forth, con- 
siderable criticism from the deaf-mute 
press. Those who know him at all, 
know that he has the interests of. onr 
class at heart ; and if his advice is not 
in accordance with onr wishes, it 
would Dot prove bin unfriendly to onr 
class, any more than if he should advise 
a young man, struck with the gold 
fever, not to j^o t,o California, would 
prove him unfriendly to the young 
man. We may differ from him in 
particulars, and some may even dis- 
agree with bin altogether; but his 
judgment has stood tbe let for sound 
B til on mure than one occasion, and 
his long connection with aud study of 
deaf-mute affairs entitle his opinions 
to careful consideration and the high- 
est respect. 

Spcukingof marriage, in general, be 
said that, it is an institution which will 
last as long as man inhabits the earth. 
To be happy, marriages must be bused 
on true, forbearing and abiding affec- 
tion. But it is not merely the liuppi 
ness of the contracting parties that 
should be looked upon. A much 
broader view inusi be taken. Duties 
to the family and to society come in 
for a fair share of consideration. 
Where one of tbe parents can hear, 
the children grow up under far better 
conditions than if both are deaf. A 
thousand little things which influenc 
their characters would escape tbe no 
tice of the deaf parents. If both are 
deaf, moreover, they will associate 
mainly with one another, or with a 
few (leaf friends, thereby losing the 
beneficial effects of intercourse with 
the world about them. if one, how- 
ever, can hear, she will draw the other 
into ii " , e with her b< 

friends Sometimes we heat stories 
relating the unhiijipiness of such mar- 
riages. Such stories prove nothing, 
for there are many such marriages 
which are happy. They seem rather 
lesion of weakness, by being 
[hi forth when logical argument 
fails. There are as many unlmpi.y 
intermarriages of deaf-mutes, while 
there are also many such marriages 
which are happy. Many marringes 
among hearing people are unhappy, 
lint I his does not prove that the bear- 
ing should not, marry the hearing; 
and no more does the fact that some 
marringes of deaf and hearing are un- 
happy, prove that such marriages 
should not take place. No women, 
whether hearing or deaf, are angels, 
nustniake liberal allowances for 
tbe defects of one's prospective life 

portlier. 90 be happy, it is best to 
follow the advice of a western woman 
to her daughter about to be married, 
" If you want to be happy, always 
keep two bears in the house — bear 
and forebear." l f a young man wins 
the affection of a hearing lady, has he 
not won soinethir.g for which it is 
worth sacrificing some of his high ex- 
ions. Deaf men could win such 
women, :ind deaf ladies would much 
t than now win good hearing 
husbands, cotild they only be induced 
to associate with them more. 

I',m there is a stronger reason than 
the above against the intermarriage of 
rratei in general. hh is a 

misfortune, that is undeniable. Not- 
wilhstanding much has been done to 
alleviate it, HM *- vil cuii never be totally 
removed. 1 1 is therefore desirable to 
diminish, by every means in our power, 
the transmission of this misfortune to 
It has been shown 
I question that, in many cases, 
deafness is hereditary, that a tendency 
exists in a family, which only waits 
for a favorable opportunity to show 
itself. PfOf- lie". tt ,r '"' Wood of the 
deaf, has with great labor and expense, 
.1 valuable statistics on the 
•Object. For these lie is entitled to 
our thanks, notwithstanding w 
smile at his premature, and sometimes 
wholly unwarranted conclusions. His 
show pretty plainly that the 
fFspring of deaf parents, though 
large as to give serious ap 
liorisioti thai "a deaf variety of the 
human race" will be formed in a hurry, 
yet is much larger, in proportion, than 
that of hearing people. This mighty 
be expected by common sense rra 
tion ; for if the tendency to deafness 
is sometimes inherited, the deaf will 
come under its in- 
fluence than the hearing. Nature 
U tO remove these defects, and in 
RM Of time docs BO. Bat if two

an even chance thai these evil ten- 
dencies will bear fruil in the form of 



deafness among their children. Such 
marriages are to be avoided. It is 
impossible to lay down a rule stating 
when the marriages of deaf -mutes 
may or may not be attended by such 
result! ; but in general if a deaf-mute 
has deaf relatives, and especially, if 
their deafness is due to a common 
cause, he should not marry into a 
family having deaf-mutes, and par- 
ticularly not into one in which deaf 
ness results from the same cause as his 
own. He may be congeni tally deaf 
or a semi-mute, that is of less mom. til 
than whether his deafness is due to a 
family defect or to accident. But 
probably the congenitally deaf are 
the more apt to possess this tendency. 
may be said that there are many 
nhorited diseases among bearing 
people, such as consumption, etc., 
which need as much to be checked by 
non marriage. True ; and they ought 
to be. But the fact that they are not, 
does not remove the duty of checking 
deafness, if we know bow. We do not. 
allow one thief to escape because we 
cannot catch the others. People hav- 
ing defects, liable to be transmitted to 
their offspring, ought to hesitate be- 
fore marrying at all. Nothing is 
nobler than to sacrifice oneself for 
the good of tbe community, and DOl 
marry at all under such eirounitanOM. 
Such things not un frequently occur. 
The doctor cited the case of a penon 
al friend who was apparently as well 
qualified to be a happy pattrfamiliai 
as pfany man, but who did not marry 
because there were tendencies to in 
sanity in bis family, and be consider 
ed it wrong to In OUT the risk of trans 
milting this misfortune to his descend 
ants. It would perhaps be for the 
best interests of the world if no <l- af 
mutes whatever should marry, but 
'this is too large a sacrifice to expect I 
and it would not be right to expect it, 
considering that, tbe deaf have as much 
right to tbe enjoyment, of life as others 
less deserving it, for other reasons. 

In concnlsion the Doctor laid that if 
any wished to ask questions be would 
endeavor to answer them Bone one 
asked what would become of the deaf 
ladies, if the boys marry hearing ouch. 
The Doctor replied that, he bad beard 
some hearing men express a wish that 
their wives were deaf. Some deaf 
ladies would win hearing husband 
" At least my Mother did," he said 
with pride and pleasure. Bui even 
those who did not, could live noble 
and useful lives. Old maids, unjustly 
laughed at though they be ; are often 
found to be angels on earth. All bono! 
to tbe woman who lives single and is 
helpfnl to the poor fools who marry. 
We have here on Kendall (inert some 
old maids and bachelors who are jiiHt- 
ly honored and respected as much as 
anybody.
